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FOE Sound duties, or cuſtom of paying duties at 
L the Sound, on paſſing Elſingoer, being of ſo long 
a ſtanding, as above two centuries and a half, and trea- 
ties having been made with Denmark thereanent above 
a century and half ago, I think it in vain to lay before 
my readers the origin or condeſcenſion of paying ſuch 
duties to his Daniſh Majeſty ; but as the knowledge of 
ſaid cuſtoms is become highly neceſſary for the gentle- 
men trading to the Eaſt Sea, or from thence, and 
finding no exact accounts or books thereof in the Eng-

burg, they muſt obſerve the following articles: 


I. All ſhips ſailing through Oreſund, whether they 
come from north or ſouth, ſhall, in order to ſhow the 
caſtle the due honour, lower their fails, and keep them 
lowered full five minutes; and the ſalute to be made 
whilſt the northermoſt church in Elſingoer enters, or 
is concealed behind the caſtle, both when they come 
from north or ſouth; ſo that the lowering is not to be 
made before the church goes. in behind the caſtle, and 
muſt not be done before the church opens itſelf with- 
out the caſtle again; when every one neglecting this 
duty, can expect, by cannon ſhot, to be compelled to

When any one, with a contrary wind, cruiſe 
through the Sound, as alſo, when they, with a ſcant 
wind, or fmall breeze, have the current ſo ſtrong again 
them, that it would ſer them a-ſtern, if they lowerel 
their fails, then it ſhall, by hoiſting the colours at the 
caſtle, be made known to them, that no ſalute is re 
quired, and that they, without ſtriking their fails, my} 
freely do their beſt.

In cafe there's fired at any veſſel, then the maſter 
ſhall, with two of his ſhip's crew, or, in his place, the 
mate, with two men, go on ſhore, in order, before the
